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DETAILED ACTION 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shail have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Fellenstein et al(6,747,555). 

- In considering claim 1 , the claimed subject matter that is met by Fellenstein et 
al(Fellenstein) includes: 

1) the RFID reader coupled to a tracking processor is met by the 
antennae(22,23) coupled to the remote sensor(18,19); 

2) data store is met by the ERS processing unit(38) which stores tag data for 
ERS satellite items(28-31 )(see: column 3, lines 46-55); 

3) the alert programmed to activate when the processor can no long sense a tag 
within range of a reader by the unit determining when the items move out of alert 
zone(175)(see: column 3, lines 46-55). 

- With regards to claim 2, the audiovisual presentation layer is met by the display 
unit(40). 
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- With regards to claim 3, the logic for notifying a third party through a 
communications link is met by the processing unit having decision logic to alert 
designated persons via the Internet, notification message, page, sms, etc., of alerts(see: 
column 5, lines 34-45). 

~ Claim 4 recites subject matter that is met as discussed in claim 1 above. 

- Claims 5-14 recite subject matter that is met as discussed in claims 1-4 above.
